Six men are traipsing through the 
snow-covered woods, following deer 
tracks. 

The men are armed but not with 
guns or bows — they carry chainsaws 
and an ax. 

They've taken time out on a 
Saturday afternoon — as they do 
many weekends — to cut down trees 
so deer can live. 


They’re going to a deer yard, a place 


i s where deer congregate in the winter as 


they search for food and shelter. 
Abouf 80 deer are trying to survive 
the harshness of winter in this 
Chandler Township swamp. 


All around is evidence the deer have 
had a rough season — foliage stripped 
away from the bottom of cedars and 
poplars from ground level up to about 
five feet, branch stubs gnawed off. 

There is also ample evidence 
someone has been trying to help them 
— trees cut down so the animals can 
munch on the upper limbs, empty

A little push Is necessary to topple a cedar whose top is stuck among the 
branches of other trees. Once the men have completed their work, the deer 
re-enter the area to nibble at their new food supply. 


It's been an especially rough winter 
for the deer, Sweet says, because the 
three major storms of January buried 
ground-level food: and because. the 
acorn supply was low. 

When the temperature is low, the 
deer need more to eat. And January 
was cold as well as snowy. So the 
deers’ natural -food supply | was 
depleted early.’ 


“A “winter severity index’ that 


wildlife biologists use shows how bad 
the winter has been for the animals, 
Sweet says. In a typical year there are 
the equivalent of 60 days -of severe 
weather, but January alone had the 
‘equivalent of 40, ° 

Meanwhile, weather forecasters are 
- predicting that March will be another 
harsh month. 


“The eather causes siotise problan 
for the deer, too. Roaming dogs. chase 
them through. the deep snow, catch 
them by, nipping at. the tendons in 
theit hind. legs and kill them. 

- Sweet points out that dog owners are 


found guilty. 


responsible for the actions of their 
animals and that dogs are'required by 
law to be tied up. 


The amount of poaching has been | 


reduced in recent months, Sweet says, 


in large. part because residents have 


taken an active role in. helping stop 
illegal. hunters. 

Two convicted’ poachers recently 
were sentenced to spend 50 days in 
jail and to pay $1,300 each in fines 
after being caught thanks to the help 
of an alert citizen, Sweet. says. 

‘Sweet says residents needn’t wait 
until they see an illegal action taking 
place. If they see someone acting 


-suspiciously, they. should call the 
-DNR or the state police, he says. ; 
‘There is also a toll-free hotline they 


can call. And rewards they can 
receive.

Congressman works 
to ease job crunch 


Area Cong. Bob Davis is working in 
three areas to try to ease the region’s 
economic plight, he said on a stop in 
Boyne City last week. 

One problem he and other Michigan 
congressmen are having, though, is 
getting colleagues from more 
prosperous states to understand the 
depth of the troubles here. 

“If you aren't unemployed, it 
doesn't mean as much as when you 
lose your job,’ he said in explaining 
that some congressmen don't seem as 
concerned about the state’s woes as 
Michigan representatives would like 
them to be. 

One area Davis said he is working in 
to help get the state back on its feet is 


in trying to get government contracts: 


and facilities for the area. 

Selfridge Air National Guard base 
outside Detroit is one of two main 
sites being eyed by the Defense 
Department for an air facility, he said. 

Selfridge was an Air Force base until 
about a decade ago. 

While the facility would be far from 
his northern Michigan district, Davis 
said. at least it would provide some 
jobs in the state. 

A big problem in obtaining approval 
to put the facility at Selfridge, he 
said, is that4Oregon is also bidding for 
it and the chairman of Senate com- 
mittee considering it is Mark Hatfield 
— of Oregon. 

Efforts are being made to get the 
Department of Transportation to 
reverse its decision to decommission 


the Coast Guard cutter Mackinaw at, 
Cheboygan. Davis is also trying to 
get the Coast Guard returned to 
Defense Department jurisdiction. 

Another area Davis is working in is 
trying to get the federal government 
to excuse Michigan's penalty because 
its unemployment fund ran dry. If the 
government does not drop the 
penalty, businesses -- which pay the 
money used to write unemployment 
checks — will have increased jobless 
fund bills. 

Davis is also trying to interest 
companies in locating in northern 
Michigan. 

Forestry-related industries, in 
particular, are showing an interest, he 
said, citing the Weyerhauser plant 
being build in Grayling as an 
example. 

He said the ‘time has come to give 
the Federal] Reserve Board a 
message.’' The Federal Reserve is an 
independent government panel which 
sets the money policies which dictate 
interest rates. 

Davis said there are signs that 
Reagan administration is preparing to 
move in an effort to bring interest 
rates down, but right now it seems 
more interested in tackling the high 
unemployment. 

He said he does not foresee a good 
year in 1982 for the U.S. auto in- 
dustry,.on which much of Michigan's 
economy depends. He did anticipate 
another good year for the tourism 
industrv. however. 


Two new laws to hinder 
municipalities -- Clifton

Two new laws~and another propos- 
ed one—will seriously affect city and 
township budgets, Boyne City manager 
Tim Clifton says. 

In the Truth-in-Assessing Act, Clifton 
told the city commission, communities 
can no longer factor up their as- 
sessed valuations to match the State 
Equalized Valuation. Instead local gov- 
ernments will have to increase their 
local assessments. 

If they want to differ from the SEV, 
they will have to hold hearings and vote 
on a resolution. 


Clifton said this law won’t affect 


Boyne City as much as some others, 


because the city employs the county 
assessor. 

“But the one I feel is the largest 
infringement upon-home rule,’’ Clifton 
said, ‘‘is the Truth-in-Taxation Act.’’ 

In it, he said, local governments 
‘‘cannot levy taxes which generate more 
dollars than were collected the previous 
year, even if the millage rate remains 
the same or declines, without a ‘public 
hearing and a separate resolution.” 


Even though the land values have 
/tisen and even though a city does not 
increase the millage rate, the taxes 
collected from the land cannot increase, 
except where there is new construction 
and where increased millage is voted 
on, .he said. 

Thus, while city expenses are af- 
fected by inflation, these expenses 


would no longer be offset by the 
inflation affecting property values. 
By contrast, Clifton said, increases in 


‘state and federal expenses are met with 


increases in income tax money. In other 
words, the state can benefit from higher 
incomes, but localities may not take the 
benefit of higher land values. 

So unless property taxes are locally 
increased following a public hearing 
and a separate vote, the city could be in 


a bind in trying to cover the costs of its 


responsibilities, he said. 

Clifton said the bill, which includes 
designating even the size of type 
required for a newspaper notice of the 
public hearing, ‘‘makes a shambles of 
home rule statutes.”’ 

The third tax bill, which has not yet 
passed—Property Tax Credit Front- 
loading (HB4250)—will amount to a 
convenience for some people and, 
according to Clifton, an additional 
expense for the city. 

HB 4250 applies to property tax 
circuit-breakers in which tax credits are 
given to people over 65, paraplegics, 
and other categories. 


Clifton said the state may change who , 


gets the credits, but the plan is to 
include the forms in the assessment 
notices, instead of having the people go 
out to obtain them. (And many did not, 
not knowing they qualified.) 

This bill’s problems only indirectly 
concern voters as it effects are on 
clerical work-hours and cash flow in the 
city government, Clifton said. 


Non-residents on panel? 


With the loss of two members 


recently, the Boyne City Parks and — 


Recreation Commission requested the 
city commission Tuesday, Feb. 23, to 

“consider a referendum vote...to allow 
people to serve on commissions and 
boards from outside the city limits.”’ 

According to commissioner Thelma 
Behling, they’re not asking the city to 
hold a special election but would have 
the request appear on the next cous 
ballot in August, 


Behling said people from outside the 
city are involved in fund-raising for the 
parks and are often immediately con- 
cerned with the airport, and. would 
make interested and valuable board 
members. 

She gave as an example someone 


. interested in serving on a board, whose 


children go to school, and who shops in 
the city, but who can’t because he lives 
-a few rods outside city limits. - 


‘They may not be in the city, but they 3 
have been hometown peopie,’’ she said. 


Commissioner Bill Grimm: said, 


‘ “You'd have to put restrictions on how 


many to allow from outside the city. 


': Some boards—like the Board of Review.

Almost a century has passed since 
Silvio Dolza heard a Sicilian clergy- 


“devil's invention” 

History. of course. has proven 
the clergyman wrong. But time hasn't 
erased the sermon from John Dolza’s 
memory, for his father — Silvio — 
stressed itas an example of the dangers 
of ignorance and superstition. 

“God made fire the enemy of wa- 
ter.” the clergyman warned. “Great 
fires will make water disappear. He 
made water the enemy of fire; indeed 
much water will kill a fire. The men 
that try to marry fire and water in 
engines are sacrilegious and are 
working against God.” 

“To us it sounds ridiculous, but the 
opposition to modem things of most 
of the Sicilian leaders proved to be 
avery, very serious handicap for 
many years” John Dolza says. 

The lesson accompanied Dolza 
and his engineering skills when he 
immigrated tothe United States as a 
young man. He worked for General 
Motors for many years, then began 
Dolza International Engineering. 
Credited with more than !20 inven- 
tions, he lives in Fenton. 

Through his 80 years Dolza has 
seen countless technological changes. 
But although the machines change — 
nuclear. power is on the energy fore- 
front that steam power held a.century 
ago ~ Dolza sees a disheartening 
similarity between his father’s time 
and today’s fight against nuclear 
power.

CP, chief: No more nuclear plants 


Don't expect Consumers Power to 
start construction of any more nuclear 
power plants. 

That word came from Consumers 
president John Selby during a press 
conference held Friday, Feb. 21, at the 
utility's Big Rock Point nuclear 
power plant. 

A recurring theme in Selby’s 
comments was high costs — for 
construction, for the licensing process 
and for the license amendment 
procedure. 

He ‘said the monetary risk involved 
in trying to get a plant. licensed has 
grown “‘way out of proportion.” 

Where a few years ago it would have 
cost a utility $10 million to $25 million 
to go through the licensing process, 
the front-end costs now are in the 
neighborhood of $250 million. 

And there's no guarantee of getting 
an operating license, Selby pointed 
out. Utilities such as Consumers are 
not willing to spend that kind of 
money, he said. 

‘Our shareholders don’t want to eat 
it (a loss from not getting licensed); 
our customers don't want to eat it.” 
Selby also said federal regulations 
play a role in the move away from 
building nuclear plants. 


“If Big Rock were designed and built _ 


today, it wouldn't be as simple’’ as it 
was constructed, he said. Federal 
codes and regulations would make it 
more complicated, he said, while 
emphasizing that the Big Rock plant. 
is safe. 

Big Rock is one of three nuclear 
plants the utility owns. It is the older 
and smaller of the two operating 
plauts, and is also the more trouble 
free. (See related story.) 

The Palisades plant is in operation 
near South Haven and a plant is being 
built near Midland. 

Selby said that if the company were

to consider building another elec- 
tricity-generating facility, it would 
probably be a coal-fueled one. 

The two economical choices are 
nuclear and coal, he said. ''Anything 
else would be way out of sight in 
cost." 

He said nuclear is less expensive per 
kilowatt hour in Michigan, but the 
start-up costs are just too high. 

“I'd be very reticent about a nuclear

The senior patroiler can 
ski at any resort within his 
region, if he is needed. 

The highest level of the 
National Ski Patrol is cal- 
led ‘‘national’’. 

This is awarded on a 
national: basis, and the 
applicants must have 
three years service at the 
‘senior’ level, have ta- 
ken courses in avalanche 
and mountaineering, and 
have served his area be- 
yond the normal duty of a 
patroller. 

The Ski Patrol is the 
first on the hill when the 
slopes open for the day, 
and the last off to insure 
the safety of skiers. 

They have the author- 
ity to revoke a lift pass for 
reckless skiing, or close a 
slope due to hazardous 
terrain. 

They are at a skiing 
accident within seconds of 
it happening and work 
hand-in-hand with the lo- 
cal clinics and ambulance 
setvices if a skier re- 
quires medical treatment 
that they cannot provide.

Skiing over mogul tops aS much as 
possible (instead of in the troughs) is 
a.good approach to skiing icy bumps. 
This naturally involves a fot of absorp- 
tion (A) and extension of leg joints. 

It’s during the extension phase on 
the downside of the mogul that you'll 
probably encounter difficulty retaining 
contact with the snow. To avoid be- 
coming airborne as the bottom drops 
out from under your skis, think of 
pushing your feet down against the 
snow (B) as if you were attempting to . 
fill in the hole on the back side of the 
bump with your boots. When this 
“motion becomes a habit and you can 
maintain contact with the snow at ail 
times, try edging your skis during the 
extension phase to increase control 
over your tums.

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Feeding birds good 
winter hobby 


Feeding wild birds dur- 
ing the winter can be an 
enjoyable hobby that can 
be as simple and inex- 
pensive or as complex and 
costly as you want to 
make it. 

All that’s required is 
some kind of container 
that will keep food dry, 
food that the wild birds in 
your area will eat, and the 
commitment to continue 
to feed well into spring. 

“If you think you won’t 
be able to continue feed- 
ing the birds at least 
through March, and pre- 
ferably through April, it’s 
better for the birds if you

don’t start at all,’’ said 
Glenn Dudderar, exten- 
sion wildlife specialist at 
Michigan State Univer- 
sity. 

“The: neighborhood 
birds quickly become de- 
pendent on your feeder 
especially if you’re the 
only household feeding 
birds. If you suddenly 
stop feeding in midwinter 
or early spring, before 
other food sources are 
readily available, many of 
the birds may freeze or 
starve to death.” 

A simple bird feeder 
can be made from a 
plastic milk or bleach 
bottle. Cut two U-shaped 
openings about two-thirds 
up the container and bend 
the cut-out parts upward 
into little awnings to help 
keep the food inside dry. 

Punch a few small holes 
in the bottom so water 
that blows in can drain 
out, 

What you feed will 
largely determine what 
kinds of birds you'll see at 
your feeder. If you want 
the most kinds of birds for 
the least amount of 
money, Dudderar recom- 
mends putting out a mix- 
ture of 50 percent small, 
black, oll-type sunflower 
seeds. 

‘In fact, some of the 
more unusual birds at- 
tracted to your feeder may 
be. predators, like the 
rough-legged hawk and 
the Cooper’s hawk,’’ he 
notes. 

“Like the seed eaters, 
they’re there to take ad- 
vantage of a concentrated 
food source. Some people 
get quite upset when 
‘their’ birds are preyed on 
by a hawk. But they need 
to realize that predation is 
one of nature’s ways to 
keep the bird population

in line with the environ- 
ment’s ability to provide 
food, cover and nesting 
spots.’ - 

Another fact of life that 
people who feed birds 
may have to learn to live 
with is disease. Concen- 
trating the bird popula- 
tion around a food source 
may make the birds more 
vulnerable to disease, as 
well as predators. 

“So winter bird feeding 
isn’t quite the ‘save-the- 
birds’ enterprise that it 
may seem at first,’ Dud- . 
derar says. ‘‘But watch- 
ing the birds that come to 
the feeder can be good for 
hours of entertainment.” 

“You can get acquaint- 
ed with the year-around 
feathered residents of 
your area as well as the 
migrating species that are 
just passing through, both 
in early winter and early 
spring. And you can learn 
a lot about bird calls and 
behavier. The returns can 
be well worth the effort 
and cost.’’
